Group IX, claim(s) 40-41, drawn to a method of managing a library of chemicals.

Examiner's Note: Claims 49-54 are written in improper format and cannot be considered or 
examined the way they written. The claims do not meet requirements of 35 U.S.C. 112, Second 
paragraph, since it is not apparent, what the claims recite. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-XI do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: the only common technical feature for most of these 
groups is LC/MS analysis of lipids, which is well known in the art see e.g. Erdahl et al. 
"Analysis of Lipids by High Performance Liquid Chromatography-Chemical Ionization Mass 
spectrometry" (JAOCS, 1985), and therefore fdo no share any common special technical feature. 

2. A telephone call was made to Robert Reeser on 02/17/09 to request an oral election to the 
above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
